In a statement assailing French collaboration with the Axis powers, MR. SUMNER WELLES, ACTING SEC- 
RETARY OF STATE, declared that France’s failure to resist Japanese aggression in Indo-China menaces America’s 


security, says Reuter, 


“The French Government at Vichy has given repeated assurances to the United 
States Government that it would not co-operate with the Axis powers beyond. the ob- 
ligations imposed upon it by the armistice terms and that it would defend the terri- 
tory under its control against any aggressive action on the part of third Powers. 

“THIS GOVERNMENT HAS NOW RECEIVED INFORMATION REGARDING THE 
TERMS OF THE AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE FRENCH AND JAPANESE GOVERN- 
MENTS COVERING THE SO-CALLED ‘COMMON DEFENCE’ OF FRENCH INDO-CHINA.

Regulations providing fer the seizure of currency being 
‘transmitted for the benefit of enemies from foreign countries to 
other countries outside this Colony are announced in the Gov- 


ernment Gazette. 

The regulations were made by 
His Excellency the Governor in 
exercise of the powers conferred 
by the Emergency Powers (De- 
fence) Acts, 1939 and 1940, and 
may be cited as the Defence 
(Bnemy Currency) Rcgulations. 
1941. 

Under the regulations, the 
Governor, if it appears to him 
that currency is being transmitted 
for the benefit of enemies from

Mr. Anthony Eden, in a recent 
speech at the Foreign Press lun- 
cheon, had referred to the magni- 
ficent courage of the Russians and 
had disabused the minds of those 
whom he described as “other 
people” who had expected, the 
Russians to collapse before the 
vast German war machine. 
“These people could not be-

A Judgment of great interest to thousands of wage-earnera 
who are in the hands of moneylenders was delivered by the Chief 
Justice of the. Straits Settlements, Bir Percy MacElwaine, in the 


Bankruptcy Court. 


‘Dismissing an application for committal by the Official Assir-. 
nee, the Chief Justice de:Jared that ff a bankrupt’s statement 
that he had signed a prom‘ssory note for one sum and had re- 
ceived less were true, such 2 debt wag not mecavero pie under the 


Moneylenders’ Ordinance. 


The motion of the Official As- 
signee sought the committal to 
the clvil prison of P. J, Rozarlo 
a Government servant on a charge 
of contracting debts ag a bankrupt 
while he had no reasonable ex- 
pectation of being able to repay 
them, 

The Chief Justice dismissed the 
motion remarking that it did not 
appear to him on the bankrupt’s 
admission that he had effectively 
contracted the debts in respect of 
which the motion for committal 
had been brought and that there 
was no other evidence to support 
the motion, 


Rozarlo, who is a bankrupt for 
the third time and whose dis- 
charge on the first bankruptcy was 
granted on February 7 this year, 
subject to nine months’ suspen- 
glon, was alleged tu have borrowed 
two sumg of money in 1938 from 
two Punjabi money-lenders-$107 In 
February and $104 in July. 


FAMILY TO SUPPORT 


Appearing on behalf of the 
Official Assignee, Mr, T. L. Tan 
sald that Rozario had been order- 
ed to pay $40 a month out of his 
salary towards his first bank- 


ruptcy, and In 1938 when he onl 


tracted the two debts in question 


he was in receipt of a salary of 


$180 a month. Rozario had his 
family to support and it would be 
seen that when he incurred the 
two debts he wag insolvent and 
had no reasonable expectation of 
being able to repay them. 

The debtor had borrowed the 
twe sums of money on’ promissery 
notes and cne of the creditors had 
not proved it. But he had seélect- 
ed the two debts from the debtor's 
own statement of affairs 

Mr. F, Martens, on behalf of 
Rozarlo, sald that ‘in one case the 
debtor had received $50 and had 
signed for $107 while in the other 


‘case he had recelved $40, and 


signed for $104. According to the 
debtor, in one case he had paid 


$26 and in the other he had paid: 


$48 and interest. 

However that might be, counsel 
submitted that the section under 
which the charge had been 
brought was a penal one and that 
it must be strictly proved that hg 
had committed an offence.

While those’in the trade foresee the . xationing of rubber 
tyres in Malaya in the rear future, the official view is. that, al- 
though there is no direct rationing of tubber tyres In the coun- 
try, the existing control of imports and exports serve indirectly 
to reguiate the flow of rubber tyres in the Malayan market, says 
the Malaya Tribune. 

Rationing of rubber tyres is about to be introduced in ‘Bri- 
tain and It is expected that the colonies will soon have to fol- 
low suit. 


“It makes no sense to have; Speaking for his firm, the 
managing director said that in

Asked whether he thought 
rationing of rubber tyres would be 
introduced in Malaya, the manag- 
tig director of a prominent rub- 
ber tyre firm in Singapore said: 

“There is g distinct possibility. I 
can see it coming.” 

He said that it did not make 
sense to have no rationing in 
Malaya, which was not a manu- 
facturing country, when tn the 
United States, Canada and Britain, 
people were being asked to cut 
gown on the use of tyrés. 

SHOULD BE REGULATED 

He continued. “Malaya is send- 
ing raw rubber to distant eountries 
like Britain and the United States 
to be manufactured ‘Inte tyres 
Which ‘in turn have-'to ‘be ghipped 
back to Malaya.
